Water seems to have been an afterthouglit 
The man who initiated the supply to household Lon- 
don nearly broke n'mself in the project. There have 
been a lot of jokes about wine and water, It would 
pj almost appear as if there ts a foundation of fact in 
them after all This first official drinking fountain 
Was erected near St Sepulchre’s Churchyard in Lon 
don and there is, probably, not the slightest doubt that 
an admiring crowd gathered round in wonderment at 
this Jast word in civilized progress, and then went off 
in search of refreshment. It was the Metropolitan 
Drinking Fountain and Cattle Trough association that
